To 
her has just been awarded first 
prize in the annual contest of 
the National Yard and Garden 
Association of America, a distinc¬ 
tion regarded by amateurs and 
professionals alike as one that 
outranks any similar prize in the 
Country. 

Six years ago, in the same Na¬ 
tion-wide contest. Miss Graham 
received the second prize. In both 
instances, of course, the award 
was a tribute to her lovely estate, 
Italia Mia, at the head of North 
Lima street in Sierra Madre. 

Naturally, in these six years. 
Miss Graham has not been idle. 
Italia Mia has never ceased to 
flourish since she started work 
on it—and gave it that name, 
now famous—upward of twenty 
years ago. 

To what good purpose she has 
worked may be better understood, 
moreover, when it is explained 
that both of her prizes came to 
her in what is known as Class 
Three of the contest, by all odds 
the most exacting, as there is 
practically no limit to the amount 
of money a rich contestant may | 
spend in his efforts to win the 
award.

Start Work 
On County’s 
Sport Center 

Ground was broken Monday 
morning at Ross Field, Arcadia, 
for what is expected by county 
recreational officials to be South¬ 
ern California’s finest playground. 

At ceremonies attended by 
representatives of all San Gab¬ 
riel valley cities a spade wielded 
by Supervisor Herbert C. Legg 
dug into the soft sod near a gi¬ 
gantic live-oak tree ,the Monro- 
via-Arcadia-Duarte High School 
band in green and white uniforms 
struck up a tune, and several 
hundred spectators clapped their 
hands. 

The $450,000 recreation center 
was under way at last. 

It was a day of triumph for 
the San Gabriel Valley, the cli¬ 
max of an 18-ycar fight for such 
a playground and yet another 
■step forward in Arcadia’s steady 
program of expansion. 

According to James K. Reed, 
county superintendent of parks 
and playgrounds, the now 180- 
acre park will consist of three 
baseball diamonds, one 18-hole 
golf course, 8 tennis court.s, a 
large swimming pool and ample 
facilities for playing handball, 
croquet and horseshoes, besides 
six bowling greens. 

”We plan to utilize virtually 
every foot of the parks 180 
acres,” said Brooks, explaining 
the scope of the new recreationai 
center. "Grading for the golf 
course will begin almost imme¬ 
diately. and nearly 30 miles of 
pipe will be used. Incidentally, 
salvage of old materials left over 
from the balloon school will be ! 
an important part of our work. 
The main entrance building, near 
Diamond street, will contain two 
wings. 

“Every available tree and shrub 
will be saved and others will be 
planted. Comfort stations and 
similar conveniences will be in¬ 
stalled. I 

“Finally, we hope to have the 
very thing that San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley and contiguous territory have | 
long needed a regional playground I 
that will attract visitors from all 1 
sections of the world. Here we j 
will have wholesome sport of j 
every kind for sportsmen of j 
whatsoever persuasion.” 

The WPA is providing the 
money and the County Recrea¬ 
tion Department is furnishing 
technical supervision under the 
general direction of Chief En¬ 
gineer Ralph S . Brooks. Sixty 
men will sUrt at once on the 
job, which is expected to take six 
months. . ,

There was a sign on it once, 
but that was before W. C. Wes- 
terbrook, night foreman on the 
Sierra Madre Metropolitan Water 
District tunnel ran into it and 
knocked it down early last De¬ 
cember. 

Arcadia police and deputy 
sheriffs from the Temple City 
sub station Investigating the ac¬ 
cident in which six persons, in¬ 
cluding three Sierra Madreans, 
were injured when the car in 
which they were riding south on 
Baldwin avenue failed to nego¬ 
tiate the turn at Foothill boule¬ 
vard, attributeil the accident as 
due largely to failure of the sign 
to function.

Brings Cheer 

Storm Relieves Drought Fear, 
A.ssures Water Supply 
And Does No Damage 

Cascading down all north- and- 
south streets through Sierra 
Madre, the heavy storm that 
was still hanging over the local 
region up to last night had added 
nearly six Inches to Colonel Her- 
sey's rain gauge, with the total 
for the season to date still far 
short of the average yearly pre¬ 
cipitation of 23.67 inches. 

A “gift from Hawaii,” the 
storm centered 800 miles off the 
Califomia coast and at times 
poured bucketfulls of water upon 
the city. 

By 5:30 p.m. yesterday 5.91 
inches of rain had fallen and the 
seasonal total had jumped to 
11.86 inches, still 9.3 short of 
last year’s above-normal fall of 
21.16 inches at this date. 

At no time were any of the 
fire-denuded foothill areas above 
Altadena and La Canada sources 
in danger, the heaviest fall ap¬ 
parently de.scendlng upon tlie 
coastal plain rather than the 
hills. Both Tuesday and Wednes¬ 
day afternoons the rain fell in 
blinding sheets and pedestrian and 
even .some automobile traffic was 
disrupted. 

Torrents rushed down both sides 
of Baldwin avenue, turning the 
sidewalk on the east side of the 
street just above Sierra Madre 
boulevard into a mill race. On 
the Kersting Court side of the 
Pacific Electric station a minia¬ 
ture lake formed, stretching from 
the north curb to the door-sills of 
the station. The track was com¬ 
pletely submerged. Sidewalks on 
the south side of the boulevard, 
within a hundred feet of Bald¬ 
win avenue, were also awash. 

Eight thousand racing fans who 
braved Wednesday's downpour 
found themselves nearly marooned 
by lakes and streams of water 
surrounding the Santa Anita 
track. Motorists returning via 
East Colorado boulevard found 
that road blocked by mud a foot 
and a half deep near the Park 
entrance. It was a common sight 
to see some lucky autoist, who 
managed to get his car started, 

I jiushing some unlucky one around 
! until the motor “fired.” Some 
' never did get started and the 
I cars were left at the track for 
■ the night. 

I All the channels at the local 
' settling Ixisin, with the exception 
I of the lower channel which it has

jconling to City Engineer Samuel 
L. Graham. 

! The first snow of the storm 
.started falling late Wednesday 
at Mt. Wilson. 

Elsewhere the rain pelted down 
to the delight of farmers not in | 
the path of minor floods. Agrlcul-: 
turists agreed that the storm i 
would save four to six weeks’' 
irrigation, provide a mountain 
snow supply, give citrus fruits 
still on the trees a much needed 
washing, and put an end to the 
first winter forest fire menace 
in years. 

All crops benefited but straw- 
ben les, which were beaten into 
the ground. 

Health authorities were equally 
enthusiastic. The heavy down¬ 
pours, they said, cleared the at¬ 
mosphere of any dust, promised 
an enil to the series of colds now 
going the rounds, and closed the 
door to any possibility that 
Northern California's influenza 
epidemic would extend south of 
the Tehachapl. 

Effects of the storm at tw'O 
places along Foothill boulevard 
raiseil grave fears as to the 
probable effects of future storms, 
in light of present and proposed 
subdivision activities in the area.

Local Vets 
To Harvest 
Bonus Cash 

Approximately 125 World War 
veterans residing in Sierra Madre 
will reap the benefits resulting 
from the passing of the baby- 
bond bonus bill, according to 
Judge T. W. Neale, who is now 
busy filling out and handling ap¬ 
plications at his office. 86 West 
Sierra Madre boulevard. 

Some $75,000, an average of 
$600 per man .will be distributed 
to the veterans of this com¬ 
munity, Judge Neale estimated, 
men were planning to use their 
men were planing to use their 
money for paying debts, buying 
furniture and making improve¬ 
ment to their homes. Application 
blanks are also available at Pick¬ 
ett's Service Station, Sierra Madre 
Blvd., and Baldwin avenue, and 
Welsh’s Feed & Fuel Store, 43 
North Baldwin avenue. 

All that is necessary is for the 
veteran to present his “red” slip. 
If he has borrowed on his cer¬ 
tificate. and/or his discharge pa¬ 
pers. The veteran is then finger¬ 
printed, and his application blank 
filled out. certified, and forwarded 
to the veterans’ bureau where the 
loan was made, this being Los 
Angeles in most cases. 

If no loan is outstanding 
against tlie adjusted-service cer¬ 
tificate it is forwarded with the 
application to the Regional Office 
of Veterans Administration Fa¬ 
cility conducting Regional Office 
activities nearest the applicant’s 
home. If a loan was obtained 
from a bank but has not been 
redeemed by the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration the application is for¬ 
warded to the Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration, in Washington, D.C. 

The "baby” bond which vet¬ 
erans will receive will be dated 
June 15, 1936, and will carry 3 
percent Interest up to June 15, 
1945, when the interest ceases. 
They may be cashed at once, 
however, if the veteran so desires, 
at the local post office. The bonds 
are non-transferable and have no 
collateral value 

Judge Neale pointed out that 
the adjusted service certificates— 
or so-called “bonus” certificates 
—are not a “bonus,” being simply 
"adjustment’ of the difference be¬ 
tween the pay given veterans 
while in the service—$1 to $1.25 
per day—and the wages received 
by Industrial workers during the 
war period —$7 to $8 per day.

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Rebellion By American Consumers 
Over Expanding Taxes Predicted Here 
By Well Known Columbia Authority 

T he hen-pecked American con¬ 
sumer, squeezed between a 
shrunken income and con¬ 
stantly expanding taxes, is going 
to rebel one of these days unless 
the tax collector quits picking on 
him. At least, so believes Dr. Paul 
Nystrom ,professor of marketing 
at Columbia University and au¬ 
thor of "The Economies of Re¬ 
tailing.” 

Dr. Nystrom, here on a short 
visit, addressed the Advertising 
Club of Los Angeles Tuesday on 
the subject "Recent Changes in 
Consumer Demand.” In this talk 
he warned that even if the total 
National income goes back to the 
level of the 1920's, the purchas¬ 
ing power of average American 
families will still be les.s, due to 
Increases both in direct and in¬ 
direct taxes. 

"A recent survey showed,” he 
said, "that there are no fewer 
than 53 taxes included in the 
price of every loaf of bread. Rent 
paid to the landlord must cover 
all taxes the landlord has to pay. 

Half of the price of a gallon of 
gasoline is represented in taxes. 

Every pack of cigarettes, every 
telephone call, every street car 
ride, every newspaper we buy is 
loaded with taxes. 

"There are taxes on every ar¬ 
ticle of food, on every item of 
clothing and on every utensil pur¬ 
chased for the home. And the ef¬ 
fect of those taxes of course is 
to reduce our purchasing power. 

Such taxes affect all cons"mers, 
but most of all tho.se who.se en¬ 
tire Incomes go for the necessities 
of life. 

“In addition to this burden of 
taxation, the consuming public is 
also threatened by artificial ef¬ 
forts to raise prices. There are 
always selfi.sh groups attempting 
to establish price fixing or market 
Control devices of one kind or an¬ 
other.”

England, a school intended 
chiefly for sons of Anglo-Indian 
civil and military officers, ap¬ 
peared in a little brown paper- 
covered pamphlet as "Schoolboy 
Lyrics,” which his parents had 
printed in India when he was 16. 
As it was intended for private 
circulation, only fifty copies were 
printed, one of which is shown in 
the Huntington Library exhibit.

Its Mini.stiy Of Reconcilia' 
tion” Subject Of Lecture 
IJv .James (L Rowell 


First Church of Christ Scientist 
of Sierra Madrc, gave a free lec¬ 
ture on Christian Science entitled 
“Christian Science; Its Ministery 
of Reconciliation,” by James G. 
Rowell of Kansas City, Missouri, 
member of the Board of Lectur- 
ship of the Mother Church, The 
First Church of Chri.st, Scientist, 
in Boston .Ma.ss., in the Sierra 
Madre public school Sunday night, 
February 9, ’at 8 p.m. The lec¬ 
turer spoke in part as follows: 

Christi.an Science points to 
right thinking and con.sequent 
right doing as the way out of the 
dilemma in which men seem to 
find themselves. Web.ster defines 
the verb “to think” as “to exer¬ 
cise the faculties of judgment.” 
In the light of this definition, the 
ability to think possessed by hu¬ 
man beings is not the ability to 
originate thoughts, but rather the 
ability to judge thoughts or sug¬ 
gestions presented to them. This 
ability enables men to separate 
right ideas or truths from erros 
or lies, to recognize and appre¬ 
ciate reality, true substance, and 
value, and to discard as unreal, 
mesmeric and superstitious be¬ 
liefs with their resulting discords. 
Truly, it is the capacity or ability 
to think that fixes responsibility 
and awards dominion. 

Divine Mind— 

To be able to .separate right 
ideas from fleeting false beliefs 
we must have a basis from which 
to begin our estimate of the 
thoughts which come to us and 
a standard by which to mea.sure 
them. Christian Science, through 
spiritual understanding, reveals 
the one true basis on which right 
thinking rests. The basis is God, 
divine Mind, the Principle or 
source of all right ideas. Science 
reveals, too, the true standard by 
which to test thought. This stand¬ 
ard is the right idea, or the 
truth about everything. 

Right thinking is the demand 
of the hour. Right thinking only 
can separate right ide.as from 
subtle, tempting fal.=e beliefs. All 
progre.ss - mental, moral, spiritual, 
and oven in the physical realm 
so called—depends upon the sci¬ 
entific exactness, the thorough¬ 
ness and consistency with which 
thinkers sift divine Mind's pure 
and perfect idea.s from the chaff 
of mortal, material beliefs and 
theories, accept the right idea, 
and act in accordance with their 
choice. 

True l’roKre.s.s— 

Progress in right thinking be¬ 
gins ju.st where we are, whenever 
we, like the prodigal son of the 
allegory, awakened to the reali¬ 
zation that we are being de¬ 
ceived and defrauded by the 
fleeting plea.sures, the poverty, 
the sorrow that attend the ac¬ 
ceptance of the false claim that 
life, truth, intelligence, and sub¬ 
stance are in or dependent upon 
matter. Progre.ss continues as we 
accept divine Mind as the basis of 
our thinking and build honest 
mental homes in which to enjoy 
the health, the satisfaction, and 
abundance of the Father’s house. 

The ability to detect a lie, a 
falsity, or mesmeric suggestion as 
a lie, and to classify it as noth¬ 
ing—not as something is a vital 
first step in the right direction. 
It is just as e.s.sential to right 
thinking as is the ability to 
recognize a spiritual fact and to 
accord to it its rightful place in 
true consciousness. In other words, 
to judge righteous judgment, we 
must deny error or evil and ac¬ 
cept and use spiritual Truth. 
Evil is not .something of itself; it 
is merely an erroneous belief 
about something. 

“He F''ruitful—" 

Individual thinking, even when 
reflecting right ideas, is not cre¬ 
ative, rather is it enlightening, 
revealing, discovering. It should 
be clear that when through 
righteous thinking we shall have 
arrived at that harmonious state 
of Mind which we know as 
heaven, we shall but have un- 
covereci for ourselves the fact that 
the Father's house, the kingdom 
of heaven, is the only true home 
for man. We can and eventually 
shall think our way out of mys¬ 
tification. ignorance, superstition.

recognizes no reality in them, for 
the spiritual facts of being re¬ 
main true and all-powerful . . . 

In further extension of its na¬ 
ture as a deciever, mortal mind 
has ignorantly or maliciously side¬ 
stepped its responsibility for its 
dependent substratum or obedient 
effect, matter. It has, moreover, 
endowed matter as Idol-worship¬ 
ers endow an idol or image, with 
a kind of counterfeit intelligence 
and power.

In addition to amendments 
qualified for the ballot by initia¬ 
tive petitions, 14 constitutional 
amendments, proposed by the 
State Legislature, will be sub¬ 
mitted for voter-ratification or re¬ 
jection at the general election 
this year. Three of the amend¬ 
ments originated in the .Senate 
and 11 in the more prolific A.s- 
sembly.

I T is frequently said of one or another 
marketing organization or market¬ 
ing method that it “serves the best 
interests of the growers.”
